Sailors in war- 
ships in the river, including the 
United States cruiser Augusta ly- 
ing near the Idzumo, were shaken 
from their bunks by the blast, 
navy men said.

The rate case \vas re-opened be- 


fore the commission after the U. 
S. supreme court had rejected the 
ordered refunds, aggregating $11,- 
000,000 but swelled to 518,000,000 
by accumulated interest, on the 
ground that valuations for 
the 


years 1926-1 &32 were not support- 
ed by sufficient evidence. 


"The state does not have suffi- 


cient funds to hire engineers and 
accountants 
to check company 


valuations if the 
individual ex- 


change basis for valuation is used. 
The commission may be compelled 
to close down before Jan. 1 as it 
is because of insufficient appro- 
priations," Schaber said.

The source of a mysterious tele- 
phone call to the apartment of 
Charles S. Ross today evaded best 
efforts of police and federal agents 
seeking Ross' kidnapers. 


The call was taken by Edmund 


Cummings, Jr., Ross' attorney who 
was waiting with Mrs. Ross for 
word from the abductors. A rough 
voice asked for Mrs. Ross. 


Before Mrs. Ross could reach 


the telephone—and before police 
wire-tappers could trace the call 
—the caller hung up without giv- 
ing the least clue to his identity or 
purpose. 


Investigators 
believed it may 


have been an attempt to demand a 
ransom, for return of the aged, 
wealthy Valentine 
manufacturer 


who was abducted from his secre- 
tary's side Saturday night. 


Other Source* Known 
! 


It was the kidnapers' first ac-; 


knowledged attempt, if such it 
was, to establish contact with Mrs. 
Ross. Police knew the source of all 
other calls into the Ross apart- 
ment. The mails provided no clues. 
Newspaper want-ads were scrutin- 
ized without result. Rumors that 
the kidnapers had sent Mrs. Ross 
a telegram precipitating a hasty 
conference with G-men and police, 
were denied vigorously. 


Failure of Bellboy Cecile Van- 


diver to find in rogues' galleries 
pictures of any men closely re- 
sembling the stranger he saw talk- 
ing to Ross in a Sycamore, 111., 
hotel a few hours before the ab- 
duction, and failure of Rosa* secre- 
tary.

most of the former steel workers 
live are, of 
course, 
feeling the 


pinch. Many of them extended 
credit as liberally as they were 
able when the strike started, be- 
lieving it would not last long, and 
are now joining the strikers in ap- 
pealing that "something be done". 


Hundreds of those still on strike 


were veteran employes of the com- 
panies at the time of the walkout. 
They had been 
employed 
any- 


where from eight to 
22 years. 


They are highly skilled and ex- 
perienced steel workers who have 
spent their lives in the industry, 
know no other job and are handi- 
capped by age in getting other 
jobs. 


That 
those experienced men 


could be of great value to 
the 


companies under normal circum- 
stances few would deny. But the 
companies will not deal with the 
union—and the strikers see hope 
only in the union. 


Mills Are Working 


The steel mills, of course, are 


operating. There has been a con- 
traction in steel demand, but 
the 


mills have been catching up 
on 


backlogs. Picket lines in almost 
every city have been abandoned 
and the strikers for the most part 
pass their time in the headquart- 
ers' "soup kitchens" that have been 
established some distance 
from 


each steel mill. 


Unofficial settlement proposals 


are quietly being advanced from 
time to time, but none satisfactory 
to both sides has been 
found. 


Meanwhile, thousands of skilled 
workers who could be of 
great 


value to 
the 
companies are in 


genuine distress because an "offi- 
cial" settlement

WORST OF ALL LEADS 


WHEN THE hand winding up 


AS dummy has bid just one suit 
besides what becomes the final 
contract, the worst lead is nearly 
always the dummy's suit, as it 
gives the declarer the Jump in the 
play of the hand. If the dummy 
has not called any suit, outside of 
raising the declarer's, the worst 
lead is usually the underlead of an 
ace. The reason should be obvious 
to thoughtless players who con- 
tinue to throw away points by 
thla means. If the declarer's side 
happens to hold the king and has 
a singleton in either holding, the 
ace dies in your hand without 
ever taking a trick.

The body was found in a ditch 


near the home of Walter Jones, a 
farmer. Jones said he heard shots 
about 5 p. m. Monday but thought 
they were fired by squirrel hunt- 
ers. 


William Simpson, another far- 


mer, said he saw Conn's car stop 
shortly before 5 p. m. Monday and 
another car stop near it. He was 
unable to identify the occupants. 


Bloodstains Found

Conn's loaded pistol was found in 
its holster.
